"One If By Land..." 
Restored Lanterns Installed at Sippican 

On Thursday, September 5, two lanterns which 
were originally installed in front of the main door at 
Sippican Elementary School in Marion in 1937 were put 
back in place after extensive renovations. 

Skilled workers of Cape Cod Antique Refinishers 
in West Wareham were responsible for returning the 
lamps to the original beautiful copper after many coats of 
black paint were removed. The finials (ornamental tops) 
were missing and no one could remember what the 
originals looked like. Dottie Drolett, the unofficial Marion 
Town Historian, found a snapshot which she had taken in 
1943 of Carolyn Winters and Dottie and in the back-

landing strip, mobile home, swimming pool, billboards, 
sign, fence, utility pole, or other permanent or temporary 
structure; mining, excavating, dredging or removing from 
the premises; filling, storing or dumping of soil, refuse, 
trash, car parts on the premises; cutting or removing trees;

In addition to these restrictions, the document 
also cited several rights of the property owners, which 
include: fishing, clamming, hunting, boating, hiking; the 
use of docks and piers; the restoration and improvement 
of wildlife, and environmental mitigation. 

The board unanimously approved the restrictions 
and measures contained in the document. 

Next the board met with Natural Resource Officer 
Kathleen Massey regarding a contract renewal between 
the Town of Mattapoisett and the Animal Rescue League 
of New Bedford. 

According to Ms. Massey, little had changed with 
the contract, except for the procedure where residents 
bring in animals. Until recently, residents were able to 
bring in any animal to the league, claim it was a stray, and 
leave it in the care of the league at no cost to them. The 
town would pay for such fees which, as Ms. Massey 
pointed out, have doubled. The concern is that people 
may be bringing in their own animals and simply saying 
they are strays to avoid paying the fees. From now on, all 
animals brought to the Rescue League must be approved 
by Ms. Massey so that she can determine whether or not

getting involved in the program, especially given the lack 
of qualifying applicants seeking assistance through their 
own Soft Second Loan Program. "We're thrown in with 
New Bedford, and that drags all of the (income) averages 
down/ 7 Mr. Underhill said. "The gross family income 
limitation (in Rochester) is $41,700. In Middleboro, the 
limit is $58,300. We have been trying to fight it over the 
years. We're trying to restructure the Marion/ 
Mattapoisett / Rochester Housing Group. There is some 
interest in trying to go back and fight that battle again." 

Upon a recommendation from Mr. Underhill, the 
board unanimously voted to send a letter to South Shore 
Housing expressing Rochester's interest in participating 
in their first- time homebuyer program. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with the Finance 
Committee (FinCom) to discuss the FY 2004 Budget 
Process and the upcoming October 7 Special Town 
Meeting. 

Chairman Ryan first discussed the possibility of 
obtaining a modular trailer to be placed adjacent to Town 
Hall for additional office space.

expenses for all future Town Meeting warrants; and an 
article to transfer any available money into the Stabiliza- 
tion Fund. 

Mr. Costa then asked the board if they planned to 
support the Library Expansion article. Chairman Ryan 
said the board had made no recommendation thus far, but 
her personal opinion was not to support the article at this 
time due to financial constraints. Mr. Costa also said the 
FinCom is not likely to support the expenditure at this 
time.

They agreed that 
with the continued financial crunch being forecast from 
the state, they had to be stringent about limiting depart- 
mental spending.

TICKS 

Last fall, my dog would come inside with 10-20 ticks a day. How 
can I stop that from happening this year? 

Frontline is a product that will kill wood ticks, deer ticks as 
well as fleas, on dogs and cats for a month. It is available 
from your veterinarian as drops or spray. Preventic tick col- 
lars are also effective in killing ticks that become embedded 
in your dogs skin. 

How can I remove the ticks that he gets? 
Grasp the tick near its head with tweezers or a tick spoon 
and pull gently. Rubber gloves or a napkin will protect your 
hands in case you accidently rupture a tick that is engorged 
with blood. 

Can tick bites make my dog sick? 

Unfortunately, ticks carry Lyme Disease and Rocky Moun- 
tain Spotted Fever, both of which are very common in this 
area. The most common symptom of these diseases in dogs 
is lameness.

Possession. Starring Gwyneth Paltrow, Aaron Eckhart, 
Jeremy Northam, and Jennifer Ehle. Directed by Neil 
LaBute. Running time: 102 minutes. MPAA rating: 
PG-13. At Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

It's about an hour or more into Possession before it arrives — the 
devastating Gwyneth Crying Face, known to drive women, men, 
and even the occasional cat into sympathetic sniffles. I first saw the 
GCF in Seven, one of Gwyneth Paltrow' s early toe-dips in Hollywood, 
and marvelled at the young actress's understanding that what 
makes an audience sob is not an actor who blubbers and expels snot 
all over the upholstery, but one who tries hellaciously not to cry. 
Gwyneth herein plays a clipped, cool British researcher who would 
sooner chew rusty nails than make a display of her emotions, so she 
gets to repress her tears at several points. I was cheered. Some want 
Vin Diesel snowboarding in front of an avalanche; give me Paltrow 
biting the insides of her lips and barely holding her anguish at bay. 

There are other things to recommend Possession, too, though 
many critics, eager to remind themselves that they also read between 
screenings of Swimfan and Fear dotcom, have already told you the film 
doesn'thold a candle to A.S. Byatfs intricate source novel. I wouldn't 
know; I have yet to get around to the book. What I can report is that, 
at first glance, this seems an awfully sharp detour for director Neil 
LaBute, whose past work {In the Company of Men, Your Friends & 
Neighbors) has dealt with the ways in which the nature of romance 
is red in tooth and claw. But LaBute has been gesturing towards 
other concerns — his Nurse Betty was downright sweet — and 
Possession, in his care, is an illustration of plus qa change, plus c'est la 
meme chose. Or, in English, love stank just as much then as it does 
now. 

Stubbly grad student Roland Michell (Aaron Eckhart, testing 
the new waters of non-despicableness in a LaBute film) stumbles 
across a letter written by the 1859-era English poet he's researching. 
The poet, one Randolph Henry Ash (Jeremy Northam), appears to 
have drafted (but not sent) a love note to a woman not his wife. More 
enticing still, the woman might well be another poet of the day, 
Christabel LaMotte (Jennifer Ehle), long thought to oe a lesbian, and 
claimed as same by like-minded readers for decades. Maud Bailey 
(Gwyneth), a LaMotte researcher as well as her descendant, scoffs at 
Roland's theories, but her scoffing stops once more evidence is 
dusted off and brought to light. Her scoffing at the very existence of 




Roland stops, too, when the plot contrives for them to share a bed. 

Possession is a dual-track exploration of romantic mores then 
and now. In both stories, we witness repression out of necessity: Ash 
can't abandon his ailing wife; Christabel does have something going 
on with portraitist Blanche (Lena Headey); and Roland and Maud, 
modern anti-lovers to their very toes, are of course wary of handing 
their heart to someone new who might stomp on it. LaBute and his 
overqualified co-scripters (playwright David Henry Hwang and 
sometime Jane Campion collaborator Laura Jones) segue smoothly 
between centuries, perhaps giving a little more screen time to a 
pompous American professor (Trevor Eve) and his skunky Brit 
cohort (Toby Stephens) than is necessary; one doesn't expect a 
movie like this to climax with a near-disinterment and fisticuffs, but, 
hey, even E.M. Forster arranged for a character to die by bookcase. 

A film like this rides on the quality of the acting, and the Brits 
— Northam and Ehle — invest their forbidden love with centuries 
of fine repressed English tradition (I'm a pushover for stuff like that; 
I could watch and re-watch Remains of the Day for the remains of this 
year), more implosive than explosive. The very American Eckhart 
and the faux-Brit Paltrow (once again unfurling her perfectly 
presentable English accent) itch with modern impatience — they 
want to get to the bottom of their literary mystery, and you strongly 
suspect that at least part of their quest is sublimation for their 
growing attraction. They want proof that star-crossed love can 
work, and when they start uncovering evidence that things didn't 
go so breezily for Ash and Christabel, Maud chokes up and wishes 
to back off. But LaBute doesn't, and even the guaranteed tear-jerker 
he gives us at the end didn't spoil my fun, though I of course wished 
he'd found some way to place Gwyneth on the scene, moved by the 
sight into giving us one last GCF. Still, we can't have everything.

Loss and Healing

Cape Cod novelist Anne D. 
LeClaire, whose recent Leaving 
Eden was just published by 
Random House, has found 
inspiration for her writing in 
things as simple as casually- 
overheard conversations or 
people-watching in small, close- 
knit communities. When these 
real-life sources are blended with 
the author's own memories and 
I experiences, a protagonist is born. 
Such was the way in which Tallie 
Brock, the main character in 
1 Leaving Eden, came to be. 
"One morning, during one of seven springs I spent in 
Virginia, Tallie Brock walked out of Blue Ridge mist and 
into my life in that unpredictable way in which characters 
can appear/ 7 Ms. LeClaire said. "That day a local hair salon 
displayed a poster advertising a Glamour Day. 'They make 
you look like a movie star/ the owner told me as she cut my 
hair, summing up in this single sentence the magic formula." 

Although Ms. LeClaire mused she looked more like a 
"female impersonator" than a movie star after her own 
Glamour Day experience, she did come away with the 
foundation for her latest novel, which is both an extension 
of her previous work and an exploration of how our society 
is drawn to that intangible "American dream." 

"I saw in my mind the young girl who would be Tallie 
Brock, a teenager who wanted to be transformed, reinvented 
and beautiful," Ms. LeClaire said. "(She is) the daughter of 
a starstruck mother, deserted for a dream. It grew to be a 
novel of mothers and daughters, of loss and healing, of the 
secrets, dreams and love that bind women of two 

generations. It was also the story of a girl trying to negotiate 
er way to adulthood without the road map a mother 
might provide." 

Like her critically-acclaimed Entering Normal, the new 
novel is also about grief and loss — especially the lack of a 
parental-figure, which Ms. LeClaire said stemmed from 
watching her three nieces grow up without a mother. 
"They were eight, eleven and fifteen when my sister died 
... and witnessing the confusion, pain and significance of 
their experience helped me to slip into Tallie 7 s skin," she 
said. "While writing the book, I also explored the territory 
of desire. Where do our dreams and aspirations come 
from? How do dream merchants form our desires and how 
do these dreams shape our lives? What happens when the 
size and scope of our dreams outstrip our geography and 
circumstances? Do love and forgiveness hold the power to 
mend hearts shattered by death and broken dreams?" 

Ms. LeClaire feels we all have these constant desires 
and dreams of success, which remain a driving force in our 




lives — the pursuit of 
the American dream. 
But few people ever 
really attain this level 
of fulfillment. "We all 
have dreams to be the 
president, to be a rock 
star, or go to 
Hollywood," she 
said. "They pull us in 
their wake. But what 
happens if they aren't 
(realized)?" 

Ms. LeClaire 
acknowledged that 
grief and loss can also 
be important life 
lessons. "I have really been exploring the territory of grief," 
she said. "Oscar Wilde wrote: 'Where there is grief, there is 
sacred ground/ 1 began to think a lot about the meaning of 
grief and how we search for healing . . . and how others help 
us cope." 

Her next novel, the tentatively- titled A Perfect Match, 
is about two estranged sisters — one of whom needs a 
kidney transplant — and it takes place in none other than 
the scenic seaside village of Marion. She'll likely be doing 
some research this week when she makes an appearance at 
Handy's Tavern in Marion for the Sippican Woman's 
Club's first food luncheon, meeting and program of the 
year on Friday, September 13 at 12:30 pm. There will be a 
book signing following the program. 

"I love Marion," Ms. LeClaire said. "Years ago, before 
I applied to artist colonies, I rented a house for a week in 
Marion to do some writing. I hope to live in the town for a 
couple of weeks to write (A Perfect Match). It reminds me of 
what Cape Cod must have been like in the 1950s." 

Ms. LeClaire said she plans to complete the Marion- 
based book by the end of next summer with a release date 
set for early 2004. She's also excited about one of her 
previous books, Sideshow, being optioned for film by director 
Agnieszka Holland (The Third Miracle, Shot in the Heart), 
and which is currently in preproduction. 

But for now, she's mostly anxious and eager to promote 
Leaving Eden. 

"I love this book, I love the character," Ms. LeClaire 
said. "I love her pluck, her searching for how to be a 
woman. She keeps a notebook, and she writes down things 
like: 'Never marry a man who wears more jewelry than 
you.'"
